Provide a grant equal to the lesser 

of (i) $100,000 or (ii) the amount of the matching fund 

provided, to the Mayor and Town Council of the Town of 

Bladensburg for the design, repair, renovation, reconstruction, 

and capital equipping of the Historic Bostwick House, 

including grounds stabilization, structural rehabilitation, fire 

protection systems and utility improvements, air conditioning, 

and other improvements to make the facility compliant with 

the Federal Americans With Disabilities Act, located in 
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Bladensburg, subject to a requirement that the grantee grant 

and convey an historical easement to the Maryland Historical 

Trust.
